Secretary of State Hillary Clinton expressed regret 
over the death of Cuban political prisoner Orlando Zapata 
Tamayo and again called on Havana to release political 
detainees. “The United States government deeply regrets 
the death of Orlando Zapata Tamayo, and we send our 
condolences to his family and we also reiterate our strong 
objection to the actions of the Cuban government,” the 
secretary said before the House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee. Zapata, 42, died Tuesday after an 85-day hunger strike 
he launched to force Cuban authorities to acknowledge 
his designation by Amnesty International as a prisoner 
of conscience. “We are deeply distressed by his death 
during a hunger strike on behalf of his rights,” Clinton 
said, adding that Washington wants to “send a signal of 
the political prisoner situation and oppression in Cuba 
where we think there are in excess of 200 other prisoners 
of conscience.” 

She vowed to keep up the pressure on the com- 
munist government to release people jailed for political 
reasons. Zapata, she said, “was imprisoned for years for 
speaking his mind, for seeking democracy, for stand- 
ing on the side of values that are universal.” Clinton, 
who came to discuss the State Department’s budget, 
addressed the issue of Zapata in response to a question 
from the committee’s ranking Republican, Cuban-born 
Ileana Ros-Lehtinen of Florida. The secretary said the 
goal of the administration’s Cuba policy was to promote 
greater freedom on the communist-ruled island and she 
cited President Barack Obama’s decision last year to end 
restrictions on Cuban-Americans’s travel and remittances 
to their homeland.

El Presidente Barack Obama se apresuró a promulgar 
una ley que restableció los pagos de seguro por desempleo 
y beneficios para los pobres, en momentos en que el índice 
de desempleo de los hispanos es del 12.6%. Esos pagos, que 
incluían a unos 100,000 desempleados, y otros programas 
que habían quedado en suspenso, cuando el senador re- 
publicano Jim Bunning, de Kentucky, aplicó una maniobra 
parlamentaria que impidió la votación de una ley por 10,000 
millones de dólares para la extensión del seguro de desem- 
pleo y subsidios médicos para los desocupados. El paquete 
incluía además seguros federales para casos de inundación, 
un programa de red de televisión por satélite para áreas 
rurales, y fondos para proyectos federales de construcción 
que emplean a más de 2,000 trabajadores. 

En enero el índice general de desempleo en EE.UU. 
fue del 9.7% de la fuerza laboral, pero entre los hispanos 
alcanzó al 12.6%.

acompañada del canciller, Mariano Fernández, y del 
presidente electo, Sebastián Piñera, se reunieron con 
los dignatarios extranjeros para explicarles la situación 
y recibir su ayuda, desde acceso a “créditos blandos” 
para la reconstrucción, hasta donaciones de sangre. En 
este sentido, Bachelet y Piñera le pidieron a Clinton, 
quien realiza su primera visita oficial, a Chile como 
jefa de la diplomacia estadounidense, apoyo financiero 
para reconstruir el país tras el terremoto y el tsunami 
del pasado sábado. 

“Estamos dispuestos a ayudar sea como sea; así se 
lo he comunicado al Gobierno”, aseguró Hillary Clin- 


ton, quien anunció el envío de hospitales de campaña, 
helicópteros y puentes portátiles. Más modesta, pero 
no por ello menos generosa fue la aportación anunciada 
por el ministro de Relaciones Exteriores de Bolivia, 
David Choquehuanca, quien llegó a Santiago con un 
cargamento de 40 toneladas de agua y la disposición de 
donar “incluso sangre” para las víctimas. El presidente 
peruano, Alan García, recalcó que éste es el momento 
de “fortalecer la fraternidad, la cercanía y la verdadera 
unión entre los pueblos”.

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400 Mexican 
municipalities do 
not have police 


Some 400 municipalities, out 
of atotal of 2 400, lack public safety 
agencies, while 1,000 others have 
30 officers each, a legislative com- 
mittee said in a report on security 
in Mexico. ; 

Mexico has some 200,000 
municipal police officers, many 
of whom are subject to the drug- 
trafficking “law” of “bribes or 
bullets” (cooperate or die), federal 
officials, who have been trying to 
clean up those agencies for three 
years, said. 

The public safety committee 
of the lower house of Congress 
presented a written analysis that 
officials have developed over the 
past few years at the federal, state 
and municipal levels, chiefly to do 
with the war on organized crime and 
common crime. The study enables 
an evaluation to be made of police 
work at all levels of government, 
with the’ goal of regaining control 
over public spaces in the least pos- 
sible time, Congressman Jose Luis 
Ovando Patron, chairman of the 
committee, said at a press confer- 
ence. 

The lawmaker stressed me 
urgency of strengthening stat 
and municipal police forces, given 
the lack of adequate facilities and 


training, and above all because of 


the low salaries. It is necessary to 
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work on the police model that is 
required, Ovando said, adding that if 
40 ala of officers earn less than 
4 000 pesos (some $300) a month,

them?” 

Police officers have no training 
in using computers and in strategies 
of investigation, the lawmaker said. 
More coordination is needed among 
the federal, state and municipal 
police agencies, with the help of 
the Defense Secretariat, which is the 
“only institution in the country with 
a high degree of trustworthiness,” 
Ovando said. 

Mexico has some 1,600 police 
departments with a total of 400,000 
officers at the municipal, state and 
federal levels. Many of these de- 
partments, especially in the north 
and south of Mexico, have been 
corrupted by drug traffickers so 
they get warnings about upcoming 
anti-drug operations and protection 
for their drug shipments. EFE

El hablar de musica afroperuana es 
hablar de orgullo y tradición, ya que si 
revisamos un poco de historia esta música 
se inició con la llegada de diversas etnias 
africanas al Perú trayendo su cultura y una 
música peculiar y original lo que ha dejado 
un legado que ha traspasado las fronteras a 
nivel mundial.

Osvaldo: La idea surgió hace seis 
años atrás cuando practicaba la música 
con un japonés y otro integrante del grupo 
y mientras estabámos tocando, tomábamos 
mucha “kombucha” que es un té natural 
rico en nutrientes originario de China. 
Elegimos esta bebida para evitar el tomar 
alcohol, tanto que nos gustó convirtiéndose 
en nuestra bebida favorita. Un día en una 
de nuestras presentaciones que tuvimos, un 
espectador israelita nos dijo ustedes deben 
llamarse los “kombucha drinking” porque 
toman mucha kombucha, y es así como nos 
identificamos y bautizamos el grupo como 
los “Kombucheros”. 

¿Quiénes son los “Kombucheros”? 

Osvaldo: Somos un grupo que está 
abierto a tocar diferentes géneros de música 
pero nos identificamos y resaltamos más 
la música afroperuana por tener un sonido 
único en todo el mundo. Hemos tenido mu- 
cha suerte que a pesar de ser de diferentes 
nacionalidades, hemos logrado conectarnos 
en un mismo lenguaje, al momento de can- 
tar las canciones y tocar estos pecualires 
instrumentos. Los “Kombucheros” tienen 
muy claro quiénes son, lo que cantan y 
tocan, pues su único objetivo es que todos 
conozcan la música afroperuana; todo se 
puede lograr con esfuerzo.

sido la revolución tecnológica de 
los últimos años la que ha permitido 
mostrar a estas extranas criaturas 
en todo su esplendor. “The Never 
Ending Story”. “Dragonheart” y 
“Reign of Fire”, son algunas de las 
películas que supieron aprovechar- 
los, sin olvidar la saga de “Harry 
Potter”, aunque probablemente 
nadie utilizó mejor la leyenda que
